Just shy of 8 a.m. Wed- 
nesday, March 4, portions 
of the downtown area of 
Elba experienced a scary 
weather moment as a micro- 
burst caused damage to sev- 
eral stores. The same storm, 
several minutes later, 
caused more damage in 
New Brockton. 

According to the National 
Weather Service (NWS), a 
microburst is a localized 
column of sinking air 
(downdraft) within a thun- 
derstorm, usually less than 
or equal to 2.5 miles in di- 
ameter. Microbursts can 
cause extensive damage at 
the surface, and in some 
cases be life-threatening.

According to NWS ex- 
perts, wind speeds in micro- 
bursts can reach up to 100 
miles per hour, or even 
higher, which is equivalent 
to an EF-1 tornado. 

Tommy Vaughan Shaw, a 
downtown Elba resident, 
said he could hear it when it 
came down. The storm blew 
several shingles from the 
roof of Shaw’s home. 

“Tt was the weirdest ex- 
perience,” he said. “The 
pressure dropped, and it 
happened so fast and 
quickly.” 

Shaw said he headed for 
safety in his closest when he 
realized what was happen- 
ing, but it happened so fast 
that he barely got to the 
closet before it was over.

Several businesses on the 
square in downtown Elba, 
specifically along Davis 
Street, suffered roof damage 
and a window front was 
blown out as well. The cam- 
era system at the Coffee 
County Courthouse cap- 
tured the exact moment the 
microburst blew the roof off 
of the Williams Auto Parts 
store. 

Jason Williams, owner of 
the auto parts store, said the 
result of the storm was not 
only damage to the roof of 
his building, but a great deal 
of his merchandise was 
water-damaged because of 
the rain coming into the 
store after the roof was 
damaged.

had a temporary tarp placed 
over the roof at Williams 
Auto to help prevent further 
damage as he awaited a visit 
from the insurance adjuster 
to get a better idea of the 
damage costs before repair. 

He said he was very 
grateful none of his employ- 
ees were injured in the inci- 
dent and said he was super 
proud of everything the em- 
ployees did to keep further 
damage from occurring 
after the storm passed. 

Jeff Mauldin, an em- 
ployee of Williams Auto, 
said he was in the back of 
the store when the storm hit. 
He said it was over almost 
as quickly as it began. 

“Tt felt like the walls were 
shaking,” Mauldin said. “I 
headed for a safe spot, but it 
was over before I could 
even get there.” 

Only moments later, the 
employees knew there was 
definitely a last problem as 
first one, then two leaks 
started from the roof, and 
before they knew it, Maul- 
din said it was ‘raining’ on 
them all over the store. 

Just down the street, 
Wayne and Betty Lawford, 
explained a similar circum- 
stance as the roof of their 
hardware store [and former

“Tt picked the roof up and 
sat it back down,” Wayne 
said.

structures. 

The council amended the 
resolution before approving 
it to include in it that the 
mayor had authority to ne- 
gotiate and enter into agree- 
ment with Bell for the 
services on each qualified 
structure in an amount up to 
$385 per property.

Betty described how the 
doors blew open and she 
struggled to get them closed. 
She said it was a very scary 
moment. 

Lawford said his vacant 
building next door [the old 
Radio Shack store] would 
most likely have to be gutted 
and renovated completely 
before it would be rentable 
again due to the roof damage 
and other damages caused 
by a window that was blown 
out of the storefront during 
the storm. 

As the storm continued to 
move across the county, 
shortly after 8 a.m., the New 
Brockton Youth Sports 
Complex became victim to 
the high winds as well. 
Damage at this complex in- 
cluded a portion of the roof 
of a dugout being blown off, 
a set of bleachers overturned 
and pushed into the fence of 
the field, and a batting cage 
was knocked down com- 
pletely. 

While the microburst 
storm was credited with 
quite a bit of property dam- 
age last Wednesday morn- 
ing, no personal injuries 
were reported as a result of 
the storm. 

Some other places report- 
ing minor damage in Elba 
included Mr. Henry’s, First 
Baptist Church, and the Cof- 
fee County Courthouse, ac- 
cording to Pat Boothe, 
assistant city clerk for the 
City of Elba. She said there 
also were some trees and 
powerlines knocked down as 
a result of the storm. 


It was a wet mess at 
Williams Auto Parts for 
most of Wednesday, March 
4, after a microburst from a 
thunderstorm ripped the 
roof off the building. Only 
moments after the scary 
event, it began raining in 
the store and employees 
rushed to cover 
merchandise with tarps to 
prevent any further damage. 
The scene was pretty much 
the same just down the road 
at Lawford’s Hardware as 
that building suffered 
extensive roof damage as

Quite” simply, programs 
funded by federal dollars are 


often allocated by pop- 
ulation. From 2010-2019, 
Alabama received $13 bil- 
lion in federal funds. Every 
Alabamian counted in the 
2010 Census brought 
$16,000 back to Alabama in 
the form of federal pro- 
grams like: school lunches, 
Pell grants, SNAP-Ed, edu- 
cational programs and 
grants, senior programs, 
~ head start, and roads and 
bridges. 
In addition, census data is 
also used to determine how 
many seats Alabama has in 
the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives. If Alabamians par-
